Nixon pushes insurance program 


MIAMI, Fla. (AP) -President Nixon, 


drawing mingled cheers and boos at his 
first speech of the year outside 
Washington, promoted his national 
health insurance program here today at 
a hospital dedication. 


With Mrs. Nixon, Nixon drove from his 


home in nearby Key Biscayne to Miami's 
Cedars of Lebanon Hospital to face more 
than 1,000 carefully screened and 
generally friendly invited guests and an 
equal number from the general public, 
including many anti-Nixon demonstra- 
tors, gathered behind three rows of 
roped barricades in a nearby street. 


The President, who has found some of 


his most receptive audiences in the 
South, focused on his health insurance 
plan. He included a sure-fire applause 
line he has used before — that his 
proposal would ensure that a doctor will 
"work for the patient and not for the 
federal government." 


Many among the up-front guests had 


handlettered welcome signs that read, 
"Hang in there, Mr. Nixon," "We love 
you," and "1 Year of Watergate 
Enough!" 


Farther back were those who held aloft 


banners espousing causes ranging from 
"Impeachment Now" to a grape boycott 
by the United Farm Workers Union. 


Nixon was the featured speaker on the 


dedication program for a pioneering 
automated health center at the hospital. 
He'is staying at his home near here for 
what was billed as a weekend business 
trip. He plans more stumping Monday, 
joining Gov. George C. Wallace at 
Huntsville, Ala., for an Honor America 
Day Rally. 


Mrs. Nixon, who was here with her 


husband and daughter Tricia Cox, told 
reporters in Washington Tuesday night 
that more trips are in the offing. She did 
not elaborate. 


Since Watergate problems overtook 


him nearly a year ago, Nixon 


periodically has been advised by some 
aides to travel and speak extensively 
throughout the country. Some have told 
him he should, in effect, campaign anew 
for president. 


This weekend's foray into the South 


offered at least a tentative suggestion 
that he may consider'a series of 
appearances in various sections. A 
spokesman said early this week the 
President will be scheduling speeches 
outside the South in the months ahead. 


Deputy Press Secretary Gerald L. 


Warren said Nixon opted for the usual 
presidential travel style because "This 
is a business trip."

Activists offer aid in kidnaping 


BERKELEY, Calif. (AP) -A coalition 


of activist groups has offered to nego- 
tiate for the release of kidnaped 
newspaper heiress Patricia Hearst. 


The coalition is comprised of six 


groups named by the girl's kidnapers, 
the Symbionese Liberation Army, to act 
as observers in a multi-million dollar 
food giveaway to California's needy. The 
SLA has set the food distribution as a 
precondition to negotiating for the young 
woman's release. 


Miss Hearst's father, newspaper 


executive Randolph A. Hearst, said 
Wednesday he will try to comply at least 
in part with the kidnapers' demands. 
But he said he did not see how he could 
meet the costs of such a program, which 
he said could go as high as $400 million. 


The coalition's offer to negotiate 


followed a day long meeting Wednesday, 
the Rev. Cecil Williams told a news 
conference at his Glide Memorial 
Methodist church in San Francisco. 


The Glide church is among the six 


groups named by the SLA to act as 
observers. The others are the American 
Indian Movement (AIM), Black 
Teachers Caucus, Nairobi College of 
East Palo Alto, Calif., United Prisoners 
Union and National Welfare Rights 
Organization. 


"The oppressive conditions of our 


society are a reality, and the majority of 
the people with whom we work are poor 
and disenfranchised," Williams said in 
a prepared statement. 


"However, we do not condone terrorist 


activity whether it is carried out by 
either the SLA or the Establishment. 


"We are concerned about avoiding 


bloodshed in the case both of Patricia 
Hearst and the members of the SLA. 
Therefore, we are willing to appoint 
representatives from our organizations 
to serve as a liaison between the Hearst 
family and the SLA, if doing so would 
provide a situation that will prevent 


further destruction of human life," 
Williams said. 


Williams said the group's offer was 


made independently, although several 
people had spoken with the Hearst 
family. 


Hearst, meanwhile, sought to assure 


his daughter and her captors, through a 
news conference, that he would do 
"everything in my power" to set up a 
limited food distribution program this 
\veek. 


But he expressed doubts about his, 


ability to comply fully with the SLA's 
request. 


"Obviously, I don't see how I can meet 


a $400 million program," he said. 


Hearst added, "What I am trying to 


say is that I believe the important thing 
for them to know is that I am going to do 
everything I can to comply with their 
demand, and if that's not enough, I can't 
help it. I've done everything I can do." 


In an emotional news conference, the 


father told the 19-year-old girl, "Hang in 
there, honey.... The family will do 
everything we can to get you out." 


Weeping softly at the side of her 


husband, Mrs. Hearst said in words also 
directed to Miss Hearst, "I know God 
will bring you back." 


Mrs. Hearst told newsmen she has 


received more than SI million from 
well-wishers for her daughter's release. 


The demand for S70 worth of food for 


each needy Californian was made in a 
letter received Tuesday from the 
Symbionese Liberation Army, whose 
members dragged the girl away from 
her apartment near the University of 
California on Feb. 4. 


The FBI called it the first political 


kidnaping in U.S. history. 
_ In a mailed letter the family received 
luesday through a radio station, the SLA 
said the food would be atonement from 
Hearst and his wife, Catherine, for the 
"suffering they have aided and profited 
from." 


Poor fouf proud, many wouldn 't take food 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — Many of 


California's needy say they would not 
accept food from a multimillion dollar 
giveaway demanded by the kidnapers of 
Patricia Hearst. Others say their hunger 
outweighs any misgivings. 


Miss Hearst's kidnapers, the Sym- 


bionese Liberation Army, have 
demanded as a condition to negotiations 
for her freedom that her parents 
distribute S70 of free food to each of 
California's poor and needy. 


State officials have estimated that the 


cost could be as much as $400 million. 


"It's a mistake to believe that people 


who are poor are not proud and that poor 


people would take something under 
these circumstances," said Ed Roberts 
of Berkeley, a quadraplegic who is 
chairman of the Coalition for Social 
Rights. 


Helen Little, head of the Northern 


California Welfare Rights Organization, 
said the majority of persons she spoke 
with had rejected the food offer. 


"Some people said it would choke 


them," she said. "They said they'd 
rather take a dollar out of their little 
checks than take this food." 


Others indicated they would accept the 


food. 


William Dirstime, 64, of Los Angeles, 


said, "I think it would be beneficial. It 
looks like they (the SLA) are doing good. 
In a sense you've got to look up to them, 
providing the girl isn't hurt." 


"Of course I would accept the food," 


said 21-year-old Jackie Walker of 
Inglevvood. "I was in a terrible accident 
in 1971 and I've been totally disabled 
since then." 


But Jim Wyman, director of a halfway- 


house for former prisoners in San Mateo, 
said residents of the house "would like 
to stuff the S70 down their (kidnapers') 
throats if they could find them." 


And a 52-year-old disabled woman who 


withheld her name said, "If I took one 


piece of bread from those bastards I 
hope I choke to death." 


"Well, I need the food almost as much 


as anyone, but I don't like the way 
they're going about getting it," said 
Mike Dawson, 18, a Berkeley street 
musician. He said he would take the 
food. 


George Fults, head of a San Diego 


rehabilitation office, said, "In spite of 
the fact that the men here are exconvicts 
and parolees, none of them condone what 
the kidnapers are doing. I get the 
impression none of the guys would 
accept the offer of food."

WASHINGTON (AP) —Supermarket 


food prices are expected to climb 12 per 
cent in 1974 but could soar as much as 16 
percent and match last year's rise which 
was the sharpest in a quarter century, 
the Agriculture Depanmen: said today. 


The department's Outlook and Situa- 


tion Board said the sharpest increases 
are occurring this winter. Those prices 
will probably average five per cent 
above the fourth quarter of 1973. 


Compared with January-March last 


year, prices at supermarkets are 
expected to average 20.7 per cent higher. 
Two months ago USDA predicted the 
first quarter climb would be 15 per cent 
from a year earlier. 


"Prices for practically all major 


categories of food will be increased, 
reflecting tightening supplies, higher 
farm prices and rising costs of 
processing, transportation and dis- 
tributing food products," the board said 
in a report. 


By summer, if al! goes well, more 


cattle are expected to reach market and 
thus increase the beef supply. Pork, 
because hog producers are still holding 
down output, will take longer. 


A year ago USDA predicted 1973 


supermarket food prices would average 
no more than 6.5 per cent higher for the 
entire year than they did in 1972. They 
actually soared about 16 per cent. 


The first reassuring glimmer that 


Department predictions of more meat by 
mid-year might be correct came Wed- 


nesday in an inventory report on the 
number of cattle in feed lots as of Feb. 
1. 


Although the report, for seven key 


states, showed the feed iot inventory 
down ~ per cent from a year earlier, the 
gap was much less than in some recent 
months. 


Perhaps more important, the report 


showed producers in January had placed 
only 1 per cent fewer cattle in fattening 
pens than they had a year earlier. 


That gap had been much wider for 


many months. 


John Larsen, a livestock specialist in 


the Department's Economic Research 
Service, said the January cattle 
placements were up 25 to 30 per cent 
from December. 


"We're glad to see it," Larsen said in 


an interview. "But we're going to have 
to see if this holds up in the next few 
months before getting too excited." 


One disturbing indication, he said, 


was that cattle feeders in Corn Belt areas 
apparently have not turned up their 
operations as yet. 


Agriculture Secretary Eari L. Butz 


said in Stillwater, Okla.. today that 
"unusual circumstances" in the last half 
of 1973 contributed to the current beef 
crunch. 


Those included, he said in a speech 


prepared for a cattle feeders' seminar, 
the price freeze of last summer and 
decisions by farmers and ranchers to 
hold back animals from the market. 


Energy talks 
end with hope 


WASHINGTON (AP) —The often 


turbulent 13-nation energy conference 
has ended on an upswing of cooperation 
and with the Atlantic Alliance a little 
shaken but intact. 


Machinery was set up to prepare for a 


joint meeting with the oil-producing 
states, possibly by May 1. Steps are to be 
taken to ease the financial burdens of 
meeting .short-range needs. 


The United States, Western Europe 


and Japan agreed to develop '-a 
comprehensive action program" 
including shared conservation and 
research efforts as well as allocations 
during emergencies. 


An apparently satisfied Secretary of 


State Henry A. Kissinger, the chief 
architect of a cooperative approach, 
came close to predicting after Wednes- 
day's windup that oil prices would come 
down —not to pre-October War levels but 
to a point considered fair by the Western 
users and the middle Eastern producers. 


And French Foreign Minister Michel 


Jobert, near the center of a storm for 
most of the three-day session, said easily 
that he did not think the differences 
between France and the other Common 
Market countries would have "too great 
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Colder tonight, low near 10. 
Partly sunny Friday, high in the 
low 20s.

For a while, it had seemed to some 


diplomats that French objections to a 
joint course and to the creation of new 
coordinating and working groups 
threatened the survival of the Common

in the end, France signed the com- 


munique while dissenting from several 
key provisions, including preparations 
for a conference of consumer and 
producer countries "at the earliest 
possible opportunity." 


Kissinger said his impression was that 


France would participate, but Jobert 
sidestepped when the question was put to 
him at a separate news conference. 
"Some believe the conference should be 
held this way, we believe in another 
way," he replied. "We shall see." 


In any event, Kissinger, a gracious 


winner, scotched European reports of an 
imminent divorce between the United 
States and France. He said Washington 
"considers the Atlantic relationship the 
pivot of its foreign policy" and added: 
"We do not consider ourselves in a 
confrontation with France." 


Kissinger sustained a setback in at 


least one respect. Initially he had 
favored as a follow-up a conference of the 
less developed countries with the 
consumer nations. But the final com- 
munique provides only for consultations 
with the poorer countries. It also leaves 
the door open for another meeting of 
consumer nations. 


The secretary said the important thing 


is that the joint effort proceed. He said 
"as nine gees on it will be seen bv all the 
countries concerned that this is not a 
political issue but an issue of worid 
stability and world cooperation." 


Besides the United States and France, 


the communique was signed bv Bel- 
gium, Britain, Canada, Denmark, 
Ireland, Italy, Japan, Luxembourg, the 
Netherlands, Norway and West Ger- 
many. 


Former astronaut gets 
back seat at dinner 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) -John Glenn 


was the toast of the nation 12 years ago 
this month as the first American to orbit 
the earth. 


On Wednesday night, the former 


astronaut attended a Democratic 
fund-raising dinner here, but he was 
not invited to sit at the head table and 
was not introduced. 


Now 52, Glenn is seeking the 


Democratic nomination to the Senate for 
a second time. His opponent, interim 
U.S. Sen. Howard Metzenbaum of 
Cleveland, addressed the estimated 
crowd of 600. 


Offers of residence, huge royalties await exiled Solzhenitsyn 


LAGENBROICH, West Germany (AP) 


—Telegrams, letters, flowers and offers 
of residence poured into this small West 
German town today for exiled Soviet 
author Alexander Solzhenitsyn. 


"I don't have time to read the mail," 


Solzhenitsyn said. "If I started to read 
the mail I have received here, I would 
hardly have time to breathe." 


Solzhenitsyn will not be a pauper. 
The Paris newspaper France-Soir 


estimated the Nobel Prize winner who 
was exiled after writing about the 
terrors of Soviet labor carnps has at least 
$6 million in book royalties outside 
Russia. 


And the Nobel Foundation said in 


Stockholm he could pick up the $80,000

he was awarded when he won the 1970 
Nobel Prize for literature. 


Solzhenitsyn was stripped of his Soviet 


citizenship and exiled to West Germany 
Wednesday. He is staying here at the 
country home of German novelist 
Heinrich Boll. 


Children of Boll's neighbors presented 


Solzhenitsyn with some of the flowers. 
One of the children, Markus Steffens, 6, 
said he didn't know the name of the 
foreign "uncle" with the beard, but he 
knew he writes books. 


Markus said of his meeting with 


Solzhenitsyn: "He's nice. He's got a big 
beard. He kissed us each on the 
forehead." 


Speculation was rampant about where 


Solzhenitsyn would settle. Some coun- 
tries already were offering him 
residence. He has not said where he 
wants to live. 


A local German official here told 


newsmen that Solzhenitsyn would be 
given a West German passport. 


The author posed cheerfully for news 


photographers today, but turned aside 
questions from newsmen with a flood of 
Russian and the words "genug, genug" 
—German for enough. 


"I have given enough in my own 


country," he said. "There I spoke. Here 
I remain silent." 


After breakfast, he and Boll crossed 


the paved yard of Boll's home to an 
orchard and posed arm in arm beneath 


a tree. 


Looking cheerful and in much better 


spirits than when he arrived from 
Moscow Wednesday, Solzhenitsyn 
assured the reporters he had slept well. 


Boll said he and his guest had a long 


discussion Wednesday night, but he did 
not elaborate. 


The Russian author was wearing a 


white shirt open at the neck beneath a 
brown overcoat, and a brown fur cap was 
on his head. 


Solzhenitsyn had been just as uncom- 


municative to the hundred newsmen who 
rushed Wednesday night to the little 
village pf Langenbroich, 18 miles 
southwest of Bonn. 


"You must understand my situation," 


he said. "I cannot hold a conference and 
answer your questions now ... Now I 
simply have to collect myself and to 
understand my situation." 


After his brief stroll with Boll this 


morning, Solzhenitsyn autographed the 
first printed copy he had seen of the 
"Gulag Archipelago," the book that 
caused the Soviet government to expel 
him. 


He signed an Austrian newsman's 


copy of the'German translation and also 
autographed a British newsman's copy, 
in English, of "August 1914," the first 
volume in a series he is writing on World 
War I in the Soviet Union. 


Boll, a Nobel prizewinner like his 


guest, indicated Solzhenitsyn would

make no further statements until his 
wife and three children got out of Russia. 


Following the writer's expulsion from 


his homeland Wednesday, Tass, the 
Soviet news agency, announced that his 
family could join him "when they deem 
it necessary." But Boll said Solzhenitsyn 
was suspicious of this. 


Solzhenitsyn left the newsmen to 


telephone his wife, with whom he had not 
talked since his arrest at their Moscow 
apartment Tuesday. After a 15-minute 
conversation, she told newsmen in 
Moscow he was tired but in good health. 


"We intend to follow him, certainly," 


she said, "but when, where ... we just 
don't know." 


The 55-year-old writer was arrested

Inconsistency. "No selling required

The earmarks of this fraud also show

Salesman evades questions 


"Even before I mailed the card back 


authorizing a visit from a salesman, one 
called He did not seem pleased when I 
told him that my husband and father 
would be present; he wanted to know if 
I had authority to close the deal. He 
arrived an hour early...He evaded our 
questions, I had to ask some questions 
two or three times. My husband asked 
to see the machines in operation at 
some locations but he wouldn't give 
specific addresses. When we told him 
we wanted to check out his company 
with the Better Business Bureau he 
became very quiet and nervously put 
his papers together." 


The major pitfalls in this operation

they are put into use. One disenchanted 
investor wrote: "I bought two machines 
at $550 each. They were supposed to 


vend a toy and play a tune at the 
same time. I had mechanical problems 
every other day-the toy would not come 
out and the music kept on playing. In 
six months I had to move my machines 
around to six different locations. I've 
had virtually no return."

You can't get the company to answer 


your service calls and no local servicing 
is available. 


Be suspicious of claims 


(1) To protect yourself be alert to 


siifh claims in the sales pitch as 
"laboratory tested," "location tested," 
"non-competitive." What laboratory, 
what locations, what results? If you're 
told the machine is "patented," check 
that out. A patent number touted by 
one company in its literature turned 
out to be fictitious; the company 
supplied another which the Patent Of- 
fice said had expired. There was 
nothing at all exclusive about ihe 
machine. 
(2) If the company mentions a na- 


tionally known manufacturer in its 
sales pitch, check whether the 
manufacturer does in fact endorse the

(4) Talk to the man or men behind the

Verbal promises that don't appear in 


the contract. For instance, the sales- 
man promises help with establishing 


routes for the vending machines. He 
also may promise that the company will 
buy back the machines if the investor 
changes his or her mind or that the 
territory is exclusive. None of these 
conditions and promises appears in the 
contract, however. Here's the way a 
complainant described her meeting 
with a salesman: 


Salesman evades questions 


"Even before I mailed the card back 


authorizing a visit from a salesman, one 
called He did not seem pleased when I 
told him that my husband and father 
would be present, he wanted to know if 
I had authority to close the deal. He 
arrived an hour early. .He evaded our 
questions, I had to ask some questions 
two or three times. My husband asked 
to see the machines in operation at 
some locations but he wouldn't give 
specific addresses. When we told him 
we wanted to check out fats company 
with the Better Business Bureau he 
became very quiet and nervously put 
his papers together." 


The major pitfalls in this operation 


are: 


The machines are of such poor quality 


they frequently break down as soon as 
they are put into use One disenchanted 
investor wrote. "I bought two machines 
at $550 each. They were supposed to 


vend a toy and play a tune at the 
same time. I had mechanical problems 
every other day-the toy would not come 
out and the music kept on playing. In 
six months I had to move my machines 
around to six different locations. I've 
had virtually no return." 


The quality of goods to be dispensed is 


often very poor. Unknown or inferior 
brands have frequently been supplied 
by the promoter, sometimes at exorbi- 
tant prices. 


You can't get the company to answer 


your service calls and no local servicing 
is available. 


Be suspicious of claims 


(1) To protect yourself be alert to 


such claims in the sales pitch as 
"laboratory tested," "location tested," 
"non-competitive." What laboratory, 
what locations, what results? If jou're 
told the machine is "patented," check 
that out. A patent number touted by 
one company in its literature turned 
out to be fictitious; the company 
supplied another which the Patent Of- 
fice said had expired. There was 
nothing at all exclusive about the 
machine. 
(2) If the company mentions a na- 


tionally known manufacturer m its 
sales pitch, check whether the 
manufacturer does in fact endorse the

Assembly helps the handicapped, 
paramedics, chiropractic patients 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) -Chiropractic 


patients, paramedics and the physically 
and mentally handicapped were given 
support Wednesday by the Wisconsin 
Assembly- 


The Democratic-controlled house gave 


final legislative approval to a bill 
requiring insurance companies to offer 
coverage for treatment by chiroprac- 
tors. 


The measure was readied 87-10 for Gov. 


Patrick J. Lucey after the Assembly 
rejected a stronger version of the bill. 


Also given final legislative approval 


95-2 was a bill allowing counties, 
municipalities and hospitals to make use 
of paramedics for emergency medical 
treatment. 


The paramedics would have to meet 


educational standards and be licensed 
by the state Department of Health and 
Social Services. 


Paramedic teams, like iheir counter- 
pans 0:1 battlefields, are trained to 
provide swift medical aid to scenes of 
accidents. 


The Assembly approved 91-0 and sent 


to the Senate a measure defining illegal 
job discrimination against persons who 
are physically or mentally handicapped. 


Employers would be guilty of 


discrimination if they refused to hire, 
license, promote or compensate workers 
simply because of handicaps. 


Excluding handicapped workers from 


regular employment privileges or 
setting unreasonable restrictions on life 
or disability insurance would also be 
prohibited. 


The chiropractic bill withstood an 


attack from several lawmakers who 
proposed that insurance companies 
routinely provide coverage for the 
services of chiropractors, unless a policy 
holder specifically asked to be excluded 


Lawmakers \oted 51-47 not to reject 


the option, then reversed themselxes. 
refusing to adopt it 50-47 after opponents 
argued its language would increase 
health and accident premiums.

Innovations in mobile home design 


and construction were unveiled at the 
1974 National Mobile Home Show 
recently in Louisville, Ky. 


Interibrs underwent some of the 


greatest changes ever in the more than 
200 mobile homes previewed by more 
than 8,000 retailers and park operators 
at the show, which is sponsored by the 
Mobile Homes Manufacturers Asson. 


Among innovations featured was the 


"island kitchen" which places the stove 
and refrigerator in the center of the 
kitchen, providing more counter space 
and offering greater convenience for the 
woman of the house. 


Another popular change in kitchens is 


the introduction of mood lighting. This 
allows either all or half of the kitchen to 
be lighted at any one time. Mood light- 
ing also has become popular in family 
rooms. 


Basic mobile home floor plans also 


underwent design changes. A number of 
homes now have master bedrooms and 


children's bedrooms away from each 
other. Many offer a master bedroom 
suite, a combination bedroom with a 
bathroom addition and walk-in closet.

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Protest tactics tempt 
service station owners 
hurt by gasoline cuts 


MILWAUKEE (AP) —Service station 


proprietors who are suffering finan- 
cially under the gasoline shortage are 
being tempted by the protest tactics 
used recently by truckers, a spokesman 
said Wednesday. 


Peter Gardner, executive director of 


the Clark Dealers Association, said 
gasoline allotments which Clark Oil & 
Refining Corp. is providing to its dealers 
are being cut far below the fiscal 
survival level. 


Dealers may be forced to engage in 


organized protest to win government 
response, he said, remarking that 
independent truckers seem to have 


gotten much of what they demanded by 
curtailing trucking. 


"If you had exhausted all your legal 


limitations and you kept getting 
confronted with a government which 
apparently didn't care whether a guv 
goes out of business or not, and the 
business you have worked hard to build 
up is gone, you tell me what dealers are 
going to do," Gardner told a newsman. 


"I think that, without the violence that 


the truck drivers had, that the truck 
drivers probabiy had the solution," he 
said. 


Clark, which has more than 1,800 


stations in 13 Midwestern states, 
including about 200 in Wisconsin, said 
guidelines adopted by Congress Nov. 14 
compels refiners to reduce gasoline 
capacity to 76.65 per cent. 


Gardner said Clark interprets this to 


mean dealers are supposed to sell 22.5 
per cent less gasoline than was being 
sold in 1972. But Clark's February 
allocations have been running about 50 
per cent less than January allotments, 
he said. 


Gardner, noting Wisconsin has 


adopted a fuel-conserving speed limit of 
55 miles an hour, said gasoline is being 
di\'erted to^states which have not taken 
similar measures. 


"We frown that people in Wisconsin 


should scrimp and save so that someone 
in Illinois can drive 70 miles an hour," 
he said. 


Gardner said his association is 


appealing to state and federal govern- 
ments for allocation help. 


in lieu of a satisfactory response, he 


said without elaborating, a news 
conference would be scheduled, possifalv 
to announce mass action by dealers. 


Little price gouging on 
gos reported by IRS 


WASHINGTON (AP) —The Internal 


Revenue Service says gasoline stations 
and truck stops are complying with 
government price ceilings with little 
price gouging taking place. 


"I think we're having excellent 


compliance," said Ira S, Loeb, chief of 
the IRS energy branch and the man in 
charge of supervising government 
enforcement of price controls on 
gasoline and diesel fuel. 


Loeb said in an interview that the IRS 


has investigated 19,900 of 31,479 
complaints about price and posting 
violations at gasoline stations and truck 
stops nationwide in the past month, and 
found 4.494 price violations. 


But Loeb said only 1,606 of these 


stations had price rollbacks of more than 
S500. "We really haven't seen a lot of 
price gouging," he said. "We haven't 
seen a lot of black market." 


In the past, he said, the IRS has 
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brought about price rollbacks totalling 
S2.4 million, with S2.2 million of the 
overcharges occurring at gasoline 
stations and the remainder at truck 
stops. 


While Loeb said that compliance 


over-all has been good, he indicated that 
the agency may have more trouble 
enforcing a new rule that bars gasoline 
stations from selling only to regular 
customers. 


"We're going to enforce 
it 


vigorously," Loeb said. "The practice 
would have become quite widespread if 
the Federal Energy Office had not 
acted." 


Loeb maintained that gasoline dealers 


usually agree quickly to roll back their 
prices once an IRS agent tells them they 
are in violation of price ceilings. 


He said that the IRS has had to issue 


only nine restraining orders against 
gasoline stations for refusal to comply. 


Loeb said that one of the most common 


violations is tie-in sales, in which a 
gasoline station forces a consumer to 
have his car washed or buy some product 
in addition to gasoline. 


For those in violation, the IRS is 


insisting on price reduction rather than 
gimmicks in which stations give away 
free gasoline until the amount to be 
refunded is made up. 


Loeb said that a number of stations 


across the country are insisting on 
minimum sales to customers, for 
instance, S3. 


This practice is legal, he said, but if a 


motorist drives in merely to top off his 
tank and doesn't come up to the 
minimum, the gasoline dealer can't 
charge him the minimum- 


Loeb and other IRS officials said 


service stations have used a variety of 
gimmicks to try to circumvent price 
rules. Among them are a service charge, 
the requirement that a large amount of 
gasoline be purchased in advance, the 
sale of grease jobs with the right to 
purchase gasoline, and, in the case of a 
small grocery store with the gasoline 
pump out front, the requirement that the 
customer buy a carton of milk and a 
dozen eggs with the gas fill-up.

Service is defending its performance in 
the Los Angeles-to-Washington delivery 
of the subpoena commanding President 
Nixon's testimony in the California trial 
of John D. Ehrlichman. 


And Postal Service spokesman

Cain said the package containing the 


subpoena came through just about on 
time despite California Superior Court 
Judge Gordon Ringer's complaints of 
delay. 


Cain said the envelope was post- 


marked Feb. 5. It bore first-class 
postage which means it normally would 
go by air. But it was a heavy brown 
envelope and had no priority markings, 
which might have led a postal clerk to 
conclude that it was third-class mail. 


At any rate, the package ended up 


going by surface mail which normally 
would take three days to get to 
Washington, Cain said. The third day 
after the postmark was last Friday when 
a sudden snowstorm struck the capita! 
and hampered mail delivery. 


On Saturday and Sunday, the U.S. 


attorney's office which was to receive 
the package was closed so "the first 
possible delivery date was Monday," 
Cain said. The package reached the 
office on Tuesday, but there's some 
confusion about whether it mav have 
been delivered to the courthouse 
raaHroon on Mondav. 


Cain said the package was sent as 


certified mail which guarantees proof of 
mailing and proof of receipt. Registered 
mail, which moves a bit more slowly, 
guarantees special security measures 
all along the line and requires signatures 
from all who handle it, he said.

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Aspin cites money as worst conflict

One question people frequently ask 


him, Congressman Les Aspin, D-Wis., 
told members of the Appleton League 
of Women Voters during a Wednesday 
morning coffee at Memorial Pres- 
byterian Church, is to what extent 
there are pressures on a congressman 
to vote in a way he doesn't think is 
right. 


"Less than before," Aspin quipped, 


saying that during his first term he 
heard from neither party or speaker's 
office. "This term is different; I've 
heard from Carl Albert's office three 
times." 


While he was not sure why this is the 


case now, he cited as one possible 
reason the pendulum swing from the 
days of LBJ. Larry O'Brien would 
stand by the elevator in those days, 
checking off names listed on his clip- 
board as he talked to each party 
member on his way to the House 
chamber. 


The big conflict many Congressmen 


face is whether it is better to vote 
according to one's own conscience or 
whether to vote as constituents want. 
He said that while this existed in 
relatively few issues, "you can vote the 
way you want because most voters look 
at the whole range of issues at election 
time, with few making a decision on 
one." 


Another source of pressure is more 


troublesome —money. Campaign costs 


- are being affected by inflation and 
» driven to astronomical figures and 
S when people give large sums of money 


for a particular campaign, they expect 
something in return. Some are only 
seeking a judgeship or a diplomatic 
post, Aspin continued, but others want 
something for their businesses. 


He explained that this causes greater 


temptation on the executive level than 
the legislative because the executive 
branch is in a better position to give 
things. A mayor, governor and 
president can change policies through 
regulations. 


Legislators more often experience, 


pressure as members of particular 
committees where an attempt to 
influence is made before a bill gets on 
the floor. 


Aspin said when a decision is made 


whether to vote according to cons- 
cience or according to the way those 
who provide campaign funds want you 
to vote, "more often than not you vote 
the way the money wants you to vote." 


Lobbyists are not cigar-smoking, 


potbellied characters as they are so 
often pictured, but are "smooth, 
charming, nice guys who are both en- 
tertaining and fun." 


Basicly, he continued, there are two 


types — inside and outside lobbyists. 
Inside lobbyists work on committee 
members when they want something 


very specific to be included in a bill. 
They are particularly interested in 
details that won't get attention — a 
word or a phrase that, as in the case of 
taxation will end up exempting their 
companies from having to pay a tax. 


The 
outside 
lobbyists 
usually 


represent citizen groups and associa- 
tions with large memberships around 
the country. They try to influence 
decisions made on the floor of the 
House rather than in committee. This 
they do by sending newsletters to their 
memberships urging them to write to 
members of Congress on specific bills. 


"They hope to influence from the 


grass roots with the reward in this 
case being votes in the next election." 


The two groups of lobbyists usually 


don't clash, Aspin said, because of the 
different techniques they use. 


The congressman said that he feels 


there is a good chance to do something 
right now to change these money 
problems because of Watergate, sug- 
gesting as one solution a matching 
funds bill that is now being considered 
which would provide for public and 
private funding within limits. 


"We'd have a better situation if we'd 


eliminate the money part which is the 
worst conflict."

But now you find that your 
bedroom is cool. 


Here are some tips on how to keep 


warm in bed, offered by Sally Ames, 
sleep consultant to a national bedding 
manufacturer. 


1. If you're a homeowner, be sure that 


caulking is in good repair around win- 
dows and doors.

to keep cold drafts out and heat in. If you 
have a brick house, the same holds true 
for tuckpointing. 


2. Draw shades and draperies; you'll 


find this another aid to retaining heat 
and keeping out cold.

No 
matter how tightly you have the outside 
sealed off, sufficient fresh air will seep 
into your room. 


4. Plastic or rubber toppers on mat-

6. Turn down bed covers and top sheet 


about 15 minutes before going to bed; 
the warmth of the room, even at the 
reduced 65-degree temperature, will 
warm the sheets. 


7. If you have cold feet, place several 


hot water bags at the foot of the bed. 
They'll serve as well as the heated, 
covered bricks which were used for that 
purpose before central heating. Don't ; 
use electric heating pads. They pose a 
bum hazard, especially if you fall asleep 
while they are on. 


8. Also consider wearing bed socks to 


keep your feet warm. Regular socks will 
do or sporting goods stores sell down- 
filled socks which are very warm as well 
as light in weight. 


9. If you're bald, wear a nightcap. 
10. Switch to warmer night clothes 


such as flannel pajamas. Also the good 
old sweatsuits make great pajamas and 
most sporting Roods stores have them in 
gray, white and blue.

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Energy crisis 'muddling' seen by Aspin

The Nixon administration — with 


large doses of conservation measures 
aimed at consumers but little else —is 
"hoping it can muddle through" the 
energy crisis without having to do 
much else. 


Thai's the way U. S. Rep. Les Aspin, 


D-Racine, sees it. He has been a 
frequent critic of the oil industry and 
the administration's efforts to meet the 
energy crisis. 
. Aspin was speaking on the energy 
crisis at the Lawrence University union 
Wednesday. It was the third talk and 
question-and-answer session he had 
gone through during his one-week 
sojourn at the university. 


"It's clear that they're (administra- 


tion officials) playing it by ear" and 
"hoping they aren't going to have to do 


something," he said, asserting that 
public pressure resulting from some 
shortages and price increases probably 
won't be enough to force major action. 


Only when "people get angry 


enough" will the administration push 
for major changes, like rationing, oil 
industry control and more. 


The President's first two speeches on 


energy were loaded with "oodles of 
good, great ideas about what the con- 
sumer can do" to cut down on the use 
of energy, he said, but little on what 
the oil industry can do. 


Aspin related that to the $5.5 million 


in 1972 campaign contributions the 
President received from the oil in- 
dustry. 


"You know when people give lots of 


money . . . they don't do it because 
they think he's a swell fella," he told 
the largely student audience assembled 


in the union. "They want something 
favorable," he continued. 


He said earlier, however, that 


although he feels the energy crisis is 
largely the result of too little control 
by government and too many advan- 
tages for the oil industry, there has 
never been any evidence shown of 
collusion between the industry and 
government or among the oil com- 
panies themselves. 


But the heavy contributions to Nixon 


in 1972 represent a "horrible kind of 
intertwining," he said. 


Answering the only question that did 


not deal with the energy crisis, Aspin 
said that if the roll call was taken 
today, he'd vote for the impeachment 
of Richard Nixon. 


The First District congressman said 


five things must be done to meet the 
energy crisis: 


• More information on reserves, 


production, refinery capacity and more 
must be received from the oil industry. 


• There must be an excess profits 


tax on the oil industry, which would 
act mainly to stimulate 
further 


exploration and research. 


• Foreign tax credits for oil com- 


panies must be eliminated. In a press 
release from his Washington office 
today, Aspin said this S3 billion tax 
loophole could be closed simply 
through a change hi Internal Revenue 
Service regulations. . 


• A program for the development of 


new, non-fossil fuel sources of energy 
must be started. 


• The relationship between the 


government, consumer and big oil 
must be defined. Aspin called this the 
most crucial question. 


Aspin said he wasn't sure what the 


relationship should be. Nationalization 
of the oil industry shouldn't take place, 
however. 


"Government can't run its own 


business; it shouldn't run the oil 
business," said Aspin. 


Breaking up the industry —separat- 


ing the production, refining, transpor- 
tation and other aspects from one 
another to stimulate competition — 
might also destroy the savings that 
come through size. 


Other proposals — regulatory agen- 


cies, 
consumer 
and government 


representation on oil company boards 
of directors — have also surfaced in 
Washington. 


There are many alternatives to this 


and other problems making up the 
energy crisis, Aspin said. 


"There's lots of suggestions, but al-

"There were some problems, of 
course, such as continued inflation and 
its impact on income gains. New 
residential construction was undoub- 
tedly impeded by rising costs and 
interest rates. 


"Material and parts shortages 


created production difficulties. And the 
year-end energy situation became a 
constraint of uncertain dimensions." 


For 1974, the economists were cau- 


tious, saying the Appleton economy 
would go as the United States economy 
goes. And economists have been cau- 
tious about predicting 1974, although 
generally they believe it will be a good 
year, overall. 


The UWO economists' report for 


December compares it with November, 
1973, and with December, 1972. They 
used 1971 as the base year, giving it 
the value of 100. Only the figures for 
unemployment rates weren't factored 
with 1971 as a base year. 


The survey 
showed that 
total 


employment rose .4 point, or .3 per 
cent, from November to December to 
111.3 and 6.4 points, or 6.1 per cent, 
from December, 1972, to December, 
1973. 
Manufacturing employment 


dropped 2.0 points, or 2 per cent, to 
106.5 
from November and rose 7.1 


points, or 7.1 per cent, from a year 
ago. 


The unemployment rate reported for 


December was 4.8 per cent compared 
with 4.3 per cent in November and 5.0 
per cent in December, 1972. 


For average weekly manufacturing 


earnings, the survey showed that it 
rose 5.1 points, or 4.3 per cent, to 122.3 
from November and rose 7.3 points, or 
6.4 per cent, from December, 1972.

assistant. 


It would also mean about a 30 per cent 


decline in 701 planning money for the 
East-Central Wisconsin Regional Plan- 
ning Commission. 


A representative of East-Central was 


at the hearing Wednesday, but he did 
not speak. 


Sutherland recited the advances 


Appleton has made as a result of plan- 
ning in his plea for the approval of the 
$265,000 appropriation.

Upon receiving such a no- 
tice, the borrower may repay his loan 
within the time specified in the notice 
without payment of any penalty. 


The pressure upon the legislature, 


which has led to a series of proposals 
ranging from bills to prohibit such 
escalator clauses, to more stringent 
conditions for their use, has been in- 
dicated in a series of critical speeches 
in chambers and a volley of press 
releases. Indicative also of the concern 
within the state government is the 
publication by the joint Legislative 
Council of a factual review of the 
practice.

Let's have the facts 


The latest word from the Federal Energy Office is that it 


is working on a new gasoline allocation plan for states based 
on population, growth and vehicle registrations. That came 
three days after FEO announced a reshuffling of February 
allocations for 22 states, including a two per cent cutback in 
Wisconsin's supply. 


That first announcement has left more confusion in its 


wake. FEO now says it is not true that no state will receive 
less than 82 per cent nor more than 87 per cent of gasoline 
requirements as measured by usage last February. And 
Texas was supposed to be one of the states to get an 
increased allocation. FEO now says that was also a mistake 
and that Texas will get no additional gasoline for February. 


Reaction in Wisconsin to the February allocations illus- 


trates the existing disjointed and uncertain approach to the 
problem. Gov. Patrick Lucey and Stanley York, his energy 
chief, complain that it looks as though Wisconsin is being 
penalized for its success at gas conservation. Lucey wonders 
about political pressures deciding allocations in Washing- 
ton, and York says the staie is going to have to take another 
look now at whether it needs some form of rationing at the 
gasoline pumps. 


Two things are needed badly — and right now — to 


establish public confidence in what the government is 
doing. 


First, the government and the people should have infor- 


mation on week to week supply and demand factors in order 
to make plans. In the case of supply, this can come only 
from the oil companies. Energy bills in Congress in 
December and again this month contained such provisions, 
but both times Congress ended up in deadlocks and put a 
lengthy recess ahead of anything else. 


Second, the nation needs to be told how bad the situation 


is with all the bark on it. What about the fuel supply when 
farmers take to their fields this spring? What about gas for 
pleasure boats and vacation trips this summer? What are 
the real odds for rationing and how would it work? 


At the same time that Energy Czar Simon is reducing 


Wisconsin's allocations and State Director York is warning 
that our situation will get much worse in the next three 
weeks and then worse after that, Budget Director Roy Ash is 
saying in Washington that the energy crisis will be solved 
"in a matter of months." 


The American people have proven that they are willing to 


sacrifice. They at least deserve to be told the facts, frankly 
and openly. It is high time President Nixon cut off the 
babble of voices screaming within his Administration who 
are screaming to get their names in the headlines. 


New aggressiveness in China 


In 1966 the Chinese Communists inaugurated the Cul- 


tural Revolution which seemed to Western observers to get 
out of hand. Now there appears to be a new protest 
movement in the offing which perhaps Chairman Mao 
Tse-tung believes he can keep in line. 


Youthful Red Guards took over the old one but at one 


time they certainly were encouraged by some government 
leaders to carry out an attack upon entrenched officials. 
The biggest target then was Lin Piao, considered at the 
time a likely successor to Chairman Mao. That may have 
been his major fault. He was conveniently killed in a plane 
crash, according to the official story, but once again his 
name is being attacked in the name of ideology. Now he's 
a "superspy." 


The Cultural Revolution had died down by the time of 


meaningful discussions about a detente with the United 
States. Western observers came to believe that China's 
new look, with membership in the United Nations, ex- 
panded world trade, and more open doors to tourists would 
deter any hard line revisionism. But they may have been 
wrong. 


The Communist party newspaper editorially said that 


ideological debates of the last six months were the 
forerunner to "a serious class struggle and a thorough- 
going revolution in the realm of ideology -in China." It 
would be "consolidating and carrying to a higher stage" 
gains that the Cultural Revolution of the 60's was believed 
10 have achieved. 


Whether or not there were wide-ranging benefits, 


China's news media has received the message. News- 
papers and radio broadcasts are full of the "people's war 
against the old ideology, culture, customs and habits of the 
exploiting classes" 
including 
Confucius. 
Huge wall 


posters, \videly used last time, are appearing. Mass rallies 
are being held. 


Such contrived "spontaneous" outbreaks may mean that 


the Chinese are protesting too much about the great love 
of the people for communism and Chairman Mao. It may- 
mean that there are suspicions of an undercurrent of 
rebellion. It may merely mean that an old man is getting 
paranoid about those who want to be his successor. 


But the result may be a more militant China and there 


are some signs such as a recent denunciation of the music 
of Beethoven and the seizing of the Paracel Islands in the 
South Pacific. China's very emergence into the world may 
have encouraged its leaders to fear being assimilated as 
they claim the Russian Communists have been. The Soviet 
struggle with its liberal artists and writers has not been 
ignored by the Chinese.

Devitt enigmatic candidate for governor 


MADISON7 —The declaration of James Devitt, 


the 44-year-old state senator who has 
represented a Milwaukee suburban district for 
six years, that he will seek the Republican 
nomination for governor, attracted less notice 
than is normally assured for such an- 
nouncements. One reason may have been that 
the acknowledgement of his aspiration was 
anticlimax, after months of quasi-public asser- 
tions of his intent at every opportunity. 


Considering the stature, the public records, 


and the political experience of most of the 
politicians who have won gubernatorial 
nominations in this state during the last several 
decades, the ambition of Sen. Devitt may ap- 
pear less than realistic, and his qualifications 
nominal. 


But these are not normal times in state 


politics. The Republican party has been 
weakened- The incumbent governor will no 
doubt have more resources, including financial 
resources, than any Republican challenger. The 
usual Republican purses are tightly closed. 


Thus it is conceivable that Devitt may win his 


party's nomination, enigmatic as his role in it 
has been. But it is difficult to conceive, barring 
conditions or events that cannot now be 
foreseen, that he can win the highest office in 
the state on the basis of his career experience or 


his performance during a brief period in an 
average role in the legislature. 


It is not likely that he will win a nomination 


by default. The Republican party is clearly not 
as desirable a vehicle this year for his satisfac- 
tion of ambitions for high place as it has been 
during the last 30 years. Yet it is far from being 
incapacitated. Almost surely its leading men 
will manage to recruit for the nomination more 
representative, more experienced, and more 
widely recognized representatives for the top of 
their ticket. This is quite aside from the reality 
that under the endorsement rule of the volun- 
tary campaign apparatus as recently reaf- 
firmed, it must endorse a candidate before the 
primary election. 


Sen. Devitt threw away all chance for such 


backing when he chose to campaign against the 
endorsement rule as something undemocratic, 
unfair, and even unsavory, by his own ar- 
guments. His position was the more perilous 
with respect to recruiting support from 
Republican regulars because it was generally 
believed that his motivation was not the issue of 
fairness and democratic procedure that he 
claimed, but the conviction that he could never 
realistically aspire to such convention backing. 


There is a tendency to regard Devitt as a 


maverick. The word has a fairly precise mean- 


ing in politics, deriving from the vocabulary of 
the ranchers of the far West. But it does not 
truly apply to him, hi spite of his hopes. Devitt's 
belief is that he can attract enough votes from 
voters of all varieties and shades of conviction 
to win a nomination in a Republican party 
primary. 
In bis legislative performance he has cul- 


tivated a wide variety of special interests, 
including welfare recipients, the aged in nurs- 
ing homes, the police, and labor, among others. 
Labor is especially attractive to the man who 
started his career with a conservative label and 
then watched his party lose elections and 
deteriorate. 


But such calculation reckons without the fact 


that on primary election day the Democrats will 
have numbers of lively contests to attract votes, 
especially in strategically important Mil- 
waukee, and notably among the dues-payers in 
the unions which have virtually ignored the 
Republican ticket in recent times. 


The legislature has been a fruitful producer of 


successful aspirants for high office, as illus- 
trated by such men as Nelson, Loomis, Lucey, 
Goodland, Thomson and others who reached the 
governorship- But the record also shows that 
they had established their identities more ef- 
fectively.

Fairness doctrine 
and newspapers 


A recent decision of the Florida 


Supreme Court has created a stir in 
journalistic circles. It began when the 
Miami Herald expressed editorially the 
dim view it took of a local politician's 
competence. The latter wrote a letter 
emphasizing his virtues, which the 
journal refused to print. He then went to 
court and, to encapsulate the story, 
wound up with a decision by the State 
Supreme Court that the "fairness doc- 
trine" applied to newspapers as well as 
to radio and television. Naturally 
enough, this is being appealed, but 
editors everywhere have visions of be- 
ing forced to publish replies from 
anyone they editorially —or presumably 
in investigative news stories, which 
often base accusations on unnamed in- 
formants —attack- 


Having served on both sides of the 


barricade —as a political figure and a 
journalist — I can't join the hysterical 
chorus. I think that the Florida court's 
decision is bad law and I cannot see 
even the present United States Supreme 
Court sustaining it. But there is a real 
problem for public figures which needs 
public discussion: the virtual elimina- 
tion of the law of libel. The traditional 
concept of an uncensored press, which 
goes back to Blackstone's "Commen- 
taries," was that (except, of course, in 
wartime) the state had no right to res- 
train the press before publication. 
Blackstone and others who followed in 
his path were, however, anything but 
advocates of a press free from all res- 
traints. They took for granted the right 
of an individual to bring legal action — 
libel —after the fact of publication. 


Indeed, in the classic freedom of the 


press case Near versus Minnesota 
(1931), the U.S. Supreme Court, 
speaking through Chief Justice Charles 
Evans Hughes, declared a Minnesota 
"Gag law" unconstitutional on the 
grounds that it authorized prior res- 
traint of the press, in this instance a 
virulently anti-Semitic paper. In his 
decision Hughes emphasized that "for 
whatever wrong the appellant (editor) 
has committed or may commit, by his 
publications, the state affords both 
public and private redress by its libel 
laws." In other words, in 1931, an editor 
could refer to an individual as a thief 
and a liar only at the risk of facing a 
libel action. 


That was the law of the land until 


1964, when a singular set of events 
conclusively documented the adage, 
beloved by Justice Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, that "hard cases make bad 
Jaw." To make a long and complicated 
story short, the state of Alabama police

(The only 
loophole left is to demonstrate malice, 
that is, to prove that the individual or 
paper making the accusation knew it to 
be false. This is quite a trick: objective 
proof of sincerity cannot be obtained by 
a legal Geiger counter). 


Other subsequent decisions have but- 


tressed the Times decision. The con- 
sequence is that anyone can say 
anything in print about a "public 
figure" and (absent proof of malice) the 
laiter can do nothing but complain to 
his wife. Here I may show a personal 
bias: 25 years ago I could have made a 
fortune and retired by suing various 
characters for their observations on my 
character. But as a Presidential aide I 
had to live with the fact that the hunting 
season was open all year round. 


Now most editors are responsible 


citizens, at least as honest as college 
professors, but the problem still 
remains. (A while ago I saw a headline: 
"Kissinger the Kike?" in a large New 
England daily). What remedy should a 
"political figure" have when he feels he 
has been defamed? The "fairness doc- 
trine," in my judgment, goes too far. 
but there must be some alternative to 
simply complaining to your wife.

NEW YORK (AP) -The old Black 


Leagues lived on a shoestring but they 
p-ayed a daring, exciting brand of 
baseball, says James "Coo! Papa" Bell, 
and they might have rewritten the 
record books if they had not been victims 
of the game's early Jim Crow bias. 


"We played a different kind of game," 


added the 70-\ ear-old base-stealing 
•egend who was elected Wednesday to 
the Hall of Fame by the seven-member 
Negro Baseball Selection Commitr.ee- 


"The major leagues, they play fay the 


book. We didn't. We played according to 
conditions. If we had a power team, we 
went for a lot of runs. If not, we played 
for one run and dared the other team to 
make two,'* Bell said. 


Bell, who came out of Starkville, 


Miss., joined the St. Louis Stars at the 
age of 19 in 1922 and then spent 26 years 
riding buses, eating hamburgers and 
playing in whistle stop towns at slave 
wages, often for no wages at all. 


"I kept getting word they were 


dropping me off the payroll," Bell told a 
news conference in the skyscraper office 
of Commissioner Bowie Kuhn, who 
Introduced him as "the fastest man in 
baseball." 


Cool Papa, as he was named by his 


contemporaries early in his career 
because of his unflappable poise, stole 
175 bases in 1933 when he was with the 
Pittsburgh Crawfords. He also played 
with the Detroit Senators, Homestead 
Grays, Memphis Red Sox, Chicago 
American Giants and Kansas City 
Monarchs. 


"The year 1 stole 175 bases, Josh 


Gibson hit 72 home runs," Bell recalled. 


This was at a time when the baseball 


.world was ballyhooing a base-running 
wizard with the St. Louis Cardinals 
named Pepper Martin and was won- 
dering if anyone ever would overtake 
Babe Ruth's 80 home runs in a season. 


"By the time the major leagues 


started letting us black players in, most 
of us were too old to do anything," Bell 
said. "The age of most of the good 
players was over 30." 


Most observers concede that old 


Satchel Paige, the first man picked by 
the special Negro Committee, may have 
been the greatest pitcher of all time, 
black or white. Josh Gibson, Buck 
Leonard and Monte Irvin have been 
others honored in the special Hall of 
Fame election.

Soviets speaking 
with two voices

The words and behavior of Moscow 


and its friends these days can arouse 
lively suspicion in the West that they 
hope to employ capitalist tools and 
methods to hasten the funeral of 
capitalism. 


The So%->et camp is speaking in two 


sharply different voices. 


One voice professes to seek further 


development of the detente —the easing

of tensions —with the United States and 
the West, whence Moscow can hope for 
specific economic benefits, including 
access to the technology that might 
make Soviet output competitive with the 
Western world's. 


The other voice speaks repeatedly of 


what it calls, with obvious relish, '•the 
general crisis of capitalism." Com- 
munist doctrine has always held that 
crisis u> be inevitable, and Moscow's 
press these days gives the impression of 
much anticipatory excitement over what 
troubles the oil crunch, infiation, energy 
probler 
unemployment and other ills 


can generate in the West. 


Similarly, the same subject generated 


much lively discussion at a recent 
meetimg in Belgium of 20 European 
Communist parties, as if those leaders, 
too, felt ihe time had come to use the 
West's raft of troubles to "advance 
socialism," as they put it. 


AH this comes as the two superpowers 


prepare for SALT 2 and Summit 3. The 
next round of strategic arms limitation 
talks opens Feb. 19. The next summit of 
President Nixon with Leonid I. Brezh- 
nev, the Soviet Communist chief, is 
expected in June. 


Toward the end of 1973, a meeting of 


top Soviet economists brought out 
statements about the "general crisis of 
capitalism," and simultaneously on 
prospective benefits from relations with 
those same supposedly doomed capi- 
talists. 


One press account of the meeting said 


that "reports and speeches noted a need 
for more profound investigation of the 
contemporary stage of the general crisis 
of capitalism." 


Reflecting grudging admiration of 


"capitalist 
utilization 
of 
the 


achievements of scientific and technical 
progress," the Soviet economists at the 
same time claimed the whole capitalist 
world was in dire straits because of such 
things as "crisis within capitalism's 
currency and finance system, inflation, 
cyclical economic crises," and so forth. 


Yet this same account noted that 


"many who spoke drew attention to the 
fact that the extension of mutually 
advantageous ties between the Socialist 
and capitalist states raises the need for 
active study of problems of increasing 
efficiency and improving organizational 
forms in (Soviet) foreign trade." 


This was an obvious reference ro the 


urge among Soviet industry managers to 
reach a position where their output can 
compare more favorably with the 
West's. Lately there's been much 
oblique reference to the subject, notably 
in Pravda, the main organ of the Soviet 
Communist party. 


A Soviet dilemma is fairly clear. 


There seems to be a clash between 


orthodox old-school Marxists who cling 
jealously to the past and impatient 
new-school economists. 


Brezhnev and his supporters evidently 


want to avoid developments that might 
place American and Western tech- 
nologies beyond Soviet reach. At the 
same time, they must be sensitive to the 
fears of those who suspect danger of 
contamination through emulation of or 
contact with the West. 


Somebody in high position is in a 


hurry, however, and Pravda has 
reflected this fay constantly exhorting 
industrial and agricultural managers to 
take advantage of "the latest 
achievements of the scientific and 
technological revolution." The press 
lea%-es little room for doubt that the 
Brezhnev leadership wants to sideline 
doctrinal misgivings of the party 
bureaucrats so Western techniques 
might be applied quickly to problems of 
making Soviet industry competitive in 
the world markets. 


This would involve some soul-shaking 


readjustments for the unreconstructed 
orthodox bureaucrats. It will take a lot of 
doing. 


Among other things it can mean 


scrapping the sacrosanct quota system 
of production that has dominated the 
Soviet economy for decades and relying 
more on laws of supply and demand, 
captialist sytle. 


Brezhnev and his supporters want 


Soviet management to learn and gain 
from Western methods, but by no means 
do they want contact to extend to 
political and cultural contamination at 
any level of Soviet society. 


The Kremlin has not been averse to 


using capitalist philososphy in its world 
trade, as its 1973 grain deal with the 
United States testified. It appraoches the 
detente with heavy emphasis on what it 
means in terms of trade. It may also not 
be averse to using capitalist methods for 
bringing about what it frequently refers 
to as "the final victory- of communism in 
the world." 


Lt. Galley's battle to 
regain liberty starts in 
U.S. civilian courts 


COLUMBUS, Ga. (AP) — Lt. William 


L. Galley Jr. remains under arrest in his 
Ft. Benning apartment while his battle 
to regain liberty begins to move through 
federal civilian courts. 


His attorneys filed a petition Monday 


in U.S. District Court here challenging 
his conviction in the slayings of 22 
civilians at the South Vietnamese 
hamlet of My Lai in 1968. 


Galley's petition was the first action 


taken by his lawyers in a court outside 
the military system. 


U.S. District Court Judge J. Robert 


Elliott immediately issued a temporary 
restraining order forbidding the Army 
to transfer Galley to a military prison. 


The judge also ordered the Army to 


produce Galley in court Feb. 27 for a 
hearing on the petition. 


After Galley was convicted. President 


Nixon ordered him held at his apartment 
and said he would review the final 
judicial ruling.

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Dr. G. C. Thosteson 
Light from TV won't 
damage infant's eyes 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Is it not bad for a 


baby of nine months to watch TV? I 
think it is bad for his eyes. I get mad at 
my husband because he doesn't like to 
baby-sit our child ^nd turns on the TV 
for the baby, who seems to enjoy 
watching it. —Mrs. M.M. 


The antics of a TV program mean 


nothing to a child that age but he is 
intrigued by the light and movement he 
sees. 


The light from the TV will not hurt his 


eyes but, depending on the age of your 
set and whether it is a color TV, the 
baby should be kept six feet or more 
away from the screen to avoid radia- 
tion. 


I may be a voice crying in the wil- 


derness, but it seems to me there's a 
good deal to be said for letting babies 
enjoy themselves with such simple 
things as a couple of big spools or an old 
stewpan or a ball or other simple toys. 


For one thing, that's where dexterity 


with the fingers begins, learning to pick 
things up and hold them. I'm told these 
days preschool children may spend as 
much as three-quarters of their waking 
time sitting in front of the tube. 


That's wav too much sittin'. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Are cataracts 


contagious? I was visiting two people 
who had them, and to my surprise when 
I went to mv eye doctor he said I had 
them. -M.X. 


No, cataracts are not contagious, and 


it is pure coincidence that you happened 
to discover yours after the visit. The 
explanation doubtless is simply that 
both you and the friends you visited are 
at the age when cataracts are likely to 
develop.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: I am 21 and have 


been losing hair for about a year. I have 
noticed the hair receding from the 
temples. This is accompanied by 
dandruff, itching and outbreaks of tiny 
sores that form dry scabs. 


Is this male pattern baldness? I have 


an uncle and brother who are bald. 


What progress is there in hair 


transplants? Do they work on people 
with male pattern baldness? What is the 
cost? -T.M. 


You may be losing hair due to male 


pattern baldness, which cannot be 
prevented — but your mention of the 
dandruff and itching and sores is not 
male pattern baldness. Obviously you 
have some sort of skin disease that 
ought to be treated and may be ac- 
celerating your hair loss. 


You may lose hair anyway from 


heredity, but that's no reason for not 
going to a dermatologist to see what can 
be done about an infection that ob- 
viously is doing its dirty work, too. 


As to hair transplants, they are used 


in cases of male pattern baldness. Little 
"plugs" of scalp are taken from areas 
where hair growth continues and they 
are transplanted to other areas. 


In brief, you have to have enough 


places where you can spare some hair. 
The cost depends entirely on how many 
transplants have to be made, but the 
dermatologist, when you go to him, can 
give you some estimates on that. Not 
knowing how large the area is that has 
to be covered, I can't. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: What is the 


difference between sea salt and or- 
dinary salt? Is sea salt better to use in a 
salt-free diet? — EM. 


Sea salt ordinarily contains a variety 


of other minerals in small quantities, 
but both sea salt and table salt are 
mainly just plain sodium chloride. So 
do not use any sea salt (or any other 
salt) in a salt-free diet.

of Lebanon Hospital in Miami. Aides 
said he would plug his national health 
insurance proposal in this, his first 
public appearance outside Washington 
since last November. 


The President, staying at his home 


here for what is billed as a weekend 
business trip, will do more stumping 
Monday, joining Gov. George C. Wallace 
at Huntsville, Ala., for an Honor 
America'Day rally. 


Mrs. Nixon, who was here with her 


husband and daughter Tricia Cox, told 
reporters La Washington Tuesday night 
that more trips are in the offing. She did 
not elaborate. 


Since Watergate problems overtook 


him nearly a year ago, 
Nixon 


periodically has been advised fay some 
aides to travel and speak extensively 


throughout the country. Some have told 
him he should, in effect, campaign anew 
for president. 


This weekend's foray into the South 


offered at least a tentative suggestion 
that he may consider a series of 
appearances in various sections. A 
spokesman said early this week the 
President will be scheduling speeches 
outside the South in the months ahead. 


Eschewing the rather Spartan travel 


arrangements — including a surprise 
flight on a commercial airliner — that 
marked his trip to California after 
Christmas, Nixon flew to Florida aboard 


Air Force One. He also used helicopters 
to ferry to and from the military 
airfields he used. 


Deputy Press Secretary Gerald L. 


Warren said Nixon opted for the usual 
presidential travel style because "This 
is a business trip."

Activists offer aid in kidnaping 


BERKELEY, Calif. (AP) -A coalition 


of activist groups has offered to nego- 
tiate for the release of kidnaped 
newspaper heiress Patricia Hearst. 


The coalition is comprised of six 


groups named by the girl's kidnapers, 
the Symbionese Liberation Army, to act 
as observers in a multi-million dollar 
food giveaway to California's needy. The 
SLA has set the food distribution as a 
precondition to negotiating for the young 
woman's release. 


Miss Hearst's father, newspaper 


executive Randolph A. Hearst, said 
Wednesday he will try* to comply at least 
in part with the kidnapers' demands. 
But he said he did not see how he could 
meet the costs of such a program, which 
he said couid go as high as S400 million. 


The coalition's offer to negotiate 


followed a day long meeting Wednesday, 
the Rev. Cecil Williams told a news 
conference at his Glide Memorial 
Methodist church in San Francisco. 


The Glide church is among the six 


groups named by the SLA to act as 
observers. The others are the American 
Indian Movement (AIM), Black 
Teachers Caucus, Nairobi College of 
East Palo Alto, Calif.. United Prisoners 
Union and National Welfare Rights 
Organization. 


"The oppressive conditions of our 


society are a reality, and the majority of 
the people with whom we work are poor 
and disenfranchised," Williams said in 
a prepared statement. 


"However, we do not condone terrorist 


activity whether it is carried out by 
either the SLA or the Establishment. 


"We are concerned about avoiding 


bloodshed in the case both of Patricia 
Hearst and the members of the SLA. 
Therefore, \ve are willing to appoint 
representatives from our organizations 
to serve as a liaison between the Hearst 
family and the SLA, if doing so would 
provide a situation that will prevent 


further destruction of human life," 
Williams said. 


Williams said the group's offer was 


made independently, although several 
people had spoken with the Hearst 
family. 


Hearst, meanwhile, sought to assure 


his daughter and her captors, through a 
news conference, that he would do 
"everything in my power" to set up a 
limited food distribution program this 
week. 


But he expressed doubts about his 


ability to comply fully with the SLA's 
request. 


"Obviously, I don't see how I can meet 


a $400 million program," he said. 


Hearst added, "What I am trying to 


say is that I believe the important thing 
for them to know is that I am going to do 
everything I can to comply with their 
demand, and if that's not enough, I can't 
help it. I've done everything J can do." 


In an emotional news conference, the 


father told the 19-year-old girl, "Hang in 
there, honey,... The family will do 
everything we can to-get you out." 


Weeping softly at the side of her 


husband, Mrs. Hearst said in words also 
directed to Miss Hearst, "I know God 
will bring you back." 


Mrs. Hearst told newsmen she has 


received more than SI million from 
well-wishers for her daughter's release. 


The demand for S70 worth of food for 


each needy Californian was made in a 
letter received Tuesday from the 
Symbionese Liberation Army, whose 
members dragged the girl away from 
her apartment near the University of 
California on Feb. 4. 


The FBI called it the first poiitical 


kidnaping in U.S. history. 


In a mailed letter the family received 


Tuesday through a radio station, the SLA 
said the food would be atonement from 
Hearst and his wife, Catherine, for the 
"suffering they have aided and profited 
from." 


Poor fouf proud, many wouldn't take food 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - Many of 


California's needy say they would not 
accept food from a multimillion dollar 
giveaway demanded by the kidnapers of 
Patricia Hearst. Others say their hunger 
outweighs any misgivings. 


Miss Hearst's kidnapers, the Sym- 


bionese Liberation Army, have 
demanded as a condition to negotiations 
for her freedom that her parents 
distribute $70 of free food to each of 
California's poor and needy. 


State officials have estimated that the 


cost could be as much as $400 million. 


"It's a mistake to believe that people 


who are poor are not proud and that poor 


people would take something under 
these circumstances," said Ed Roberts 
of Berkeley, a quadraplegic who is 
chairman of the Coalition for Social 
Rights. 


Helen Little, head of the Northern 


California Welfare Rights Organization, 
said the majority of persons she spoke 
with had rejected the food offer. 


"Some people said it would choke 


them," she said. "They said they'd 
rather take a dollar out of their little 
checks than take this food." 


Others indicated they would accept the 


food. 


William Dirstime, 64, of Los Angeles, 


said, "I think it would be beneficial. It 
looks like they (the SLA) are doing good. 
In a sense you've got to look up to them, 
providing the girl isn't hurt." 


"Of course I would accept the food," 


said 21-year-old Jackie Walker of 
Inglewood. "I was in a terrible accident 
in 1971 and I've been totally disabled 
since then." 


But Jim Wyman, director of a halfway 


house for former prisoners in San Mateo, 
said residents of the house "would like 
to stuff the $70 down their (kidnapers') 
throats if they could find them." 


And a 52-year-old disabled woman who 


withheld her name said, "If I took one 


piece of bread from those bastards I 
hope I choke to death." 


"Well, I need the food almost as much 


as anyone, but I don't like the way 
they're going about getting it," said 
Mike Dawson, 18, a Berkeley street 
musician- He said he would take the 
food. 


George Fults, head of a San Diego 


rehabilitation office, said, "In spite of 
the fact that the men here are exconvicts 
and parolees, none of them condone what 
the kidnapers are doing. I get the 
impression none of the guys would 
accept the offer of food."

WASHINGTON (AP) -The Agricul- 


ture Department prepared to tell 
consumers today in familiar prose that 
food prices are going to climb until 
mid-year at least- 


Sharp increases in live cattle prices 


the past month, the truckers' strike and 
uncertainties about energy, fertilizer 
and 1974 crop production are big 
reasons. 


Although ihe Department has not 


predicted exactly how much more food 
will cost for all of 1974, officials think 
most of the climb will be in the first half. 


By summer, if all goes well, more 


cattle are expected to reach market and 
thus increase the beef supply. Pork, 
because hog producers are still holding 
down output, will take longer. 


A year ago USDA predicted 1973 


supermarket food prices would average 
no more than 6.5 per cent higher for the 
entire year than they did in 1972. They 
actually soared about 16 per cent. 


The first reassuring glimmer that 


Department predictions of more meat by 
mid-year might be correct came Wed- 
nesday in an inventory report on the 
number of cattle in feed lots as of Feb. 
1. 


Although the report, for seven key 


states, showed the feed lot inventory 
down 4 per cent from a year earlier, the 
gap was much less than in some recent 
months. 


Perhaps more important, the report 


showed producers in January had placed 
only 1 per cent fewer cattle in fattening 
pens than they had a year earlier. 


That gap had been much wider for 


many months. 


John Larsen, a livestock specialist in 


the Department's Economic Research 
Service, said the January cattle 
placements were up 25 to 30 per cent 
from December. 


"We're glad to see it," Larsen said in 


an interview. "But we're going to have 
to see if this holds up in the next few 
months before getting too excited." 


One disturbing indication, he said, 


was that cattle feeders in Corn Belt areas 
apparently have not turned up their 
operations as yet. 


Agriculture Secretary Earl L. Butz 


said in Stillwater, Okia., today that 
"unusual circumstances" in the last half 
of 1973 contributed to the current beef 
crunch. 


Those included, he said in a speech 


prepared for a cattle feeders' seminar, 
the price freeze of last summer and 
decisions by farmers and ranchers to 
hold back animals from the market. 


"Consumers always feel they pay too 


much for food," Butz said. "They're 
more keenly aware of food prices than 
most other things they buy." 


Butz said price rollbacks and controls 


are not the answer although "people 
accept it because they want to believe it 
will work. 


Energy talks 
end with hope 


WASHINGTON (AP) -The 
often 


turbulent 13-nation energy conference 
has ended on an upswing of cooperation 
and with the Atlantic Alliance a little 
shaken but intact. 


Machinery was set up to prepare for a 


joint meeting with the oil-producing 
states, possibly by May 1. Steps are to be 
taken to ease the financial burdens of 
meeting short-range needs. 


The United States, Western Europe 


and Japan agreed to develop "a 
comprehensive action program" 
including shared conservation and 
research efforts as well as allocations 
during emergencies. 


An apparently satisfied Secretary of 


State Henry A. Kissinger, the chief 
architect of a cooperative approach, 
came close to predicting after Wednes- 
day's windup that oil prices would come 
down —not to pre-October War levels but 
to a point considered fair by the Western 
users and the middle Eastern producers. 


And French Foreign Minister Michel 


Jobert, near the center of a storm for 
most of the three-day session, said easily 
that he did not think the differences 
between France and the other Common 
Market countries would have "too great 
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an effect on the future of the Com- 
munity." 


For a while, it had seemed to some 


diplomats that French objections to a 
joint course and to the creation of new 
coordinating and working groups 
threatened the survival of the Common 
Market as a vehicle of western unity. 


In the end, France signed the com- 


munique while dissenting from several 
key provisions, including preparations 
for a conference of consumer and 
producer countries "at the earliest 
possible opportunity." 


Kissinger said his impression was that 


France would participate, but Jobert 
sidestepped when the question was put-to 
him at a separate news conference. 
"Some believe the conference should be 
held this way, we believe in another 
way," he replied. "We shall see." 


In any event, Kissinger, a gracious 


winner, scotched European reports of an 
imminent divorce between the United 
States and France. He said Washington 
"considers the Atlantic relationship the 
pivot of its foreign policy" and added: 
"We do not consider ourselves in a 
confrontation with France." 


Kissinger sustained a setback in at 


least one respect. Initially he had 
favored as a follow-up a conference of the 
less developed countries with the 
consumer nations. But the final com- 
munique provides only for consultations 
with the poorer countries. It also leaves 
the door open for another meeting of 
consumer nations. 


The secretary said the important thing 


is that the joint effort proceed. He said 
"as time goes on it will be seen by all the 
countries concerned that this fs not a 
political issue but an issue of world 
stability and world cooperation." 


Besides the United States and France, 


the communique was signed by Bel- 
gium, Britain, Canada, Denmark, 
Ireland, Italy, Japan, Luxembourg, the 
Netherlands, Norway and West Ger- 
many. 


Former astronaut gets 
back seat at dinner 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) -John Glenn 


was the toast of the nation 12 years ago 
this month as the first American to orbit 
the earth. 


On Wednesday night, the former 


astronaut attended a Democratic 
fund-raising dinner here, but he was 
not invited to sit at -the head table and 
was not introduced. 


Xow 52, Glenn is seeking the 


Democratic nomination to the Senate for 
a second time. His opponent, interim 
U.S. Sen. Howard Metzenbaum of 
Cleveland, addressed the estimated 
crowd of 600. 


Offers of residence, huge royalties await exiled Solzhenitsyn 


LAGENBROICH, West Germany (AP) 


—Telegrams, letters, flowers and offers 
of residence poured into this small West 
German town today for exiled Soviet 
author Alexander Solzhenitsyn. 


"I don't have time to read the mail," 


Solzhenitsyn said. "If I started to read 
the mail I have received here, I would 
hardly have time to breathe." 


Solzhenitsyn will not be a pauper. 
The Paris newspaper France-Soir 


estimated the Nobel Prize winner who 
was exiled after writing about the 
terrors of Soviet labor camps has at least 
$6 million in book royalties outside 
Russia. 


And the Nobc-1 Foundation said in 


Stockholm he could pick up the $80,000 


V 


he was awarded when he won the 1970 
Nobel Prize for literature. 


Solzhenitsyn was stripped of his Soviet 


citizenship and exiled to West Germany 
Wednesday. He is staying here at the 
country home of German novelist 
Heinrich Boll. 


Children of Boll's neighbors presented 


Solzhenitsyn with some of the flowers. 
One of the children, Markus Steffens, 6, 
said he didn't know the name of the 
foreign "uncle" with the beard, but he 
knew he writes books. 


Markus said of his meeting with 


Solzhenitsyn: "He's nice. He's got a big 
beard. He kissed us each on the 
forehead." 


Speculation was rampant about where 


•r 


Solzhenitsyn would settle. Some coun- 
tries already were offering him 
residence. He has not said where he 
wants to live. 


A local German official here told 


newsmen that Solzhenitsyn would be 
given a West German passport. 


The author posed cheerfully for news 


photographers today, but turned aside 
questions from newsmen with a flood of 
Russian and the words "genug, genug" 
—German for enough. 


"I have given enough in my own 


country," he said. "There I spoke. Here 
I remain silent." 


After breakfast, he and Boll crossed 


the paved yard of Boll's home to an 
orchard and posed arm in arm beneath 


a tree. 


Looking cheerful and in much better 


spirits than when he arrived from 
Moscow Wednesday, Solzhenitsyn 
assured the reporters he had slept well. 


Boll said he and his guest had a long 


discussion Wednesday night, but he did 
not elaborate. 


The Russian author was wearing a 


white shirt open at the neck beneath a 
brown overcoat, and a brown fur cap was 
on his head. 


Solzhenitsyn had been just as uncom- 


municative to the hundred newsmen who 
rushed Wednesday night to the little 
village of Langenbroich, 18 miles 
southwest of Bonn. 
. "You must understand my situation," 


he said. "I cannot hold a conference and 
answer your questions now ... Now I 
simply have to collect myself and to 
understand my situation." 


After his brief stroll with Boll this 


morning, Solzhenitsyn autographed the 
first printed copy he had seen of the 
"Gulag Archipelago," the book that 
caused the Soviet government to expel 
him. 


He signed an Austrian newsman's 


copy of the German translation and also 
autographed a British newsman's copy, 
in English, of "August 1914," the first 
volume in a series he is writing on World 
War I in the Soviet Union. 


Boll, a Nobel prizewinner like his 


guest, indicated Solzhenitsyn would 


make no further statements until his 
wife and three children got out of Russia. 


Following the writer's expulsion from 


his homeland Wednesday, Tass, the 
Soviet news agency, announced that his 
family could join him "when they deem 
it necessary." But Boll said Solzhenitsyn 
was suspicious of this. 


Solzhenitsyn left the newsmen to 


telephone his wife, with whom he had not 
talked since his arrest at their Moscow 
apartment Tuesday. After a 15-minute 
conversation, she told newsmen in 
Moscow he was tired but in good health. 


"We intend to follow him, certainly," 


she said, "but when, where ... we just 
don't know." 


The 55-year-old writer was arrested

Byers, R-Marion, says that the "key to 
the whole problem" of flooding in the 
Wolf River basin may be anticipation. 


In a letter to Robert Martin, New 


London public works director, Byers 
said "I thought our meeting Friday 
was in retrospect a little more fruitful 
than perhaps we imagined. 


"It would seem to me that if we can 


prevail upon the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers to insert the consideration 
of flood control along with navigation 
and 
power 
generation 
into 
the 


management of the Neenah-Menasha 


dams, a salutary effect can be realized 
at Fremont-" 


Fremont area residents have long 


contended that closing the Neenah- 
Menasha dams to restrict the Wolfs 
movement into Lake Winnebago has a 
back-water effect to Fremont, and the 
corps comfirmed that theory at a 
meeting here last year. 


"In addition, I am certain that with 


a little common sense applied to the 
management of the various impound- 
ments in the Wolf River watershed 
along with the installation of culverts 
on Waupaca County X, we can do a 
tremendous amount of good for both 
New London and Fremont," Byers ad- 
ded. 


"Super-imposed over this whole plan 


is this analysis of conditions which 
could give us the key as to how far we 
must go in preventive measures," he 
said. He contends that if autumn 
rainfall 
amounts, 
snowfall 


measurements and the determination 
of the snow's water content, soil sa- 
turation, frost depths and current 
rainfall statistics were logged, it 
"might give us all the clues we need in 
anticipating floods." 


Byers said he has sent all mill pond 


and dam operators in the Wolf and 
Embarrass river basins another letter, 
"urging a reasonable and sensible 
draw-down at this time," so upstream 


ponds have more storage capacity 
when spring floods come. 


Byers has appealed to U.S. Rep. 


Harold Froehlich's office, and to 
Froehlich personally, for help in get- 
ting the corps to open the Neenah- 
Menasha dams, but Froehlich has not 
been 
heard 
from 
since 
early 


December. 


One flood control committee source 


said he felt Froehlich's intervention 
with the corps could jeopardize the 
freshman congressman's position with 
Fox Valley industries, especially paper 
mills, 
that are effected 
by the 


Winnebago levels.

Valley rail service may be 
considered in state study

MADISON — The Department of 


Transportation is prepared to make a 
$120,000 study to see if renewed railroad 
transportation in Wisconsin, and par- 
ticularly from Milwaukee to Green Bay. 
would be feasible. 


Rep. Michael Ferrall, D-Milwaukee. 


presented the department-endorsed 
amendment at a public hearing before 
the joint finance committee, and asked 
that the influential committee attach the 
amendment to the budget review bill. 


The study, if approved by the commit- 


tee and the legislature, would authorize 
the Department of Transportation to 
study rail possibilities throughout the 
state and return with recommendations 
by September. 


Sen. Walter Hollander, R-Rosendale, 


committee co-chairman, said after the 
meeting that he wouldn't support a 
$120,000 study but might be receptive to a 
less expensive study of just the Mil- 
waukee-to-Green Bay line. 


Amtrak and Department of Transpor- 


tation officials agree that the Mil- 
waukee-Green Bay route wou'd be the 
first priority but Ferrall says the study 
should include the entire state to get an 
objective appraisal of the state's needs, 
as well as to avoid political pressure. 


The Assembly has already adopted a 


resolution asking for a study but the bill 
is resting in the Senate's transportation 
committee. The Ferrall study would be 
rqnde by the department's bureau of 


policy planning in the division of plan- 
ning. 


James Smith of the division of plan- 


ning said Tuesday that a study would be 
necessary before any restoration of rail 
service could be made. Smith criticized 
comments made_ last week by Sen. 
Thomas Petri, R-Fond du Lac, who stat- 
ed that there was a possibility of full res- 
toration in six months to a year. 


"There's no doubt that the Mil- 


waukee-Green Bay route is our top 
priority," Smith said, citing public and 
legislative pressure. "But there are a 
few realities that must be understood. 
First, while it is possible that Amtrak 
could extend its Chicago-Milwaukee ser- 
vice to provide one run to Green Bay 
daily, there is still the problem of 
juggling schedules and getting the 
equipment. 


"Secondly, there is the reality of the 


track conditions," Smith added. There 
are three routes that could be taken, 
either along the lake, through Calumet 
County on the old Milwaukee Road, or 
through Oshkosh and Appleton on the 
Chicago and North Western tracks. 
From what we've been able to unders- 
tand, the latter route would be the one 
most desired and those tracks are in the' 
poorest condition." 


Amtrak has indicated that it will pay 


for one-third of the operating deficit of a 
rail transportation system if the state 
will guarantee payment of the other two- 
thirds, either paying it itself or entering 
ipto an agreement with local govern- 


mental agencies. 


It is estimated that the total operating 


deficit the first year of a Milwaukee- 
Green Bay line would be in excess of 
$400.000. the second priority would be 
the Chicago-Madison route, either via 
Milwaukee or Janesville. and Smith said 
there is also interest in a Green Bay 
Rhinelander route to provide service to 
the recreational areas of northern Wis- 
consin and the Upper Peninsula. 


Petri has introduced legislation to 


allow the state to enter into negotiations 
with Amtrak for restoration of the rail 
service. He has intentionally avoided any 
mention of a Green Bay-Milwaukee line 
in hopes of keeping political squabbles 
from slowing the passage of the bill. 


A similar bill was offered in the 1971 


session by several Northeastern Wiscon- 
sin legislators but it waned as several 
other legislators attempted to load 
amendments extending the service to 
their own districts. 


Smith's reference to public pressure to 


restore the Milwaukee-Green Bay line 
was not without merit. Green Bay Mayor 
Thomas Atkinson has mailed to several 
area legislators a package of resolutions 
from 15 municipalities between Mil- 
waukee and Green Bay supporting res- 
toration of the service. 


Atkinson said that 10,000 signatures 


are en file in Green Bay supporting the 
service and he presented resolutions and 
signatures from residents and city coun- 


( 
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Manz told the board that he didn't

Nowakowski, who has been under 
indictment for- much of his term 'as 
chairman of Milwaukee County's Board 
of Supervisors, was found innocent 
Wednesday of having accepted a bribe. , 


The former state legislator, a member 


of the county legislative body since 1964, 
still faces two counts of violating the 
state Corrupt Practices Act concerning 
election campaign finances. 


Nowakowski's supporters contend the 
: investigation that led to indictments 


against Nowakowski and several other 
persons reflect political pressure 
applied by Republican Attv. Gen. Robert 
W. Warren. 


The Circuit Court trial involved a 


charge of allegedly accepting a S275 
bribe from a company which contracted 
with the county in 1967. The firm sold 
road-marking paints. 


A jury of nine men and three women 


deliberated 4* 2 hours before reaching a 
' verdict. 


Nowakowski. 40, \vhose wife sat near 


him through the trial, had denied 
receiving a $275 check for helping 
arrange business between the county 
and the firm. He was accused of using 
the money to pay apartment rent for a 
woman whom he had dated. 


Asst. Atty. Gen. Paul Gossens told the 


jury in his final argument that the state 
proved the check "did, in fact, end up in 


Mr. Nowakowski's hands." 


The woman's father testified having 


seen Nowakowski with the firm's check. 


Defense attorney Ted Warshafsky 


argued the state did not show there was 
a prior understanding between 
Nowakowski and the firm's lobbyist, 
attorney Roger Radue of Madison-

Milwaukee teachers 
clash with state union

teachers' union collided Wednesday with 
a rebellion by spokesmen for Mil- 
waukee's 5.600 public school educators.

Association's delegate assembly voted 
108-6 against what was described as 
efforts by the Wisconsin Education 
Associauon Council to consolidate local 
chapters under a central WEAC 
headquarters. 


Terrence L. Dignan, vice president of 


the Milwaukee unit, said his group will 
sponsor a petition insisting that "locals 
should retain controi of all decisions." 


The WEAC's general assembly is to 


get the petition at us May meeting in 
Madison, he said. 


Dignan said WEAC officials have been 


making remarks that the union should 
be a federation rather than a con- 
federation. A WEAC executive was 
quoted as saying too much independence 
by local units could be interpreted as 
anarchy 


The Milwaukee unit expressed similar 


displeasure nearK a year ago against 
WEAC influence, adopting a resolution 


that threatened disaffiiiation with the 
state union were a trusteeship clause to 
become part of the union bylaws. The 
clause was not adopted. 


The union has frequently encountered 


intrafraternity opposition. During the 
April. 1973, election campaign for a state 
school superintendent, it was criticized 
for borrowing money and using 
members" dues to subsidize can- 
didacies. 


Dr. Barbara Thompson, a union

HOPKINSVILLE, Ky. (AP) -An 


invasion of millions of starlings has 
prompted officials to call for federal 
help for this southern Kentucky com- 
munity. 


Gov. Wendell Ford has already 


declared a state of emergency in 
Christian County, where agricultural 
experts say the starlings are causing 
crop and livestock losses of $2.6 million 
a year. 


And doctors report about 20 new cases 


each month of histoplasmosis. a res- 
piratory disease which is believed to be 
spread by the birds. 


Ford wants the U.S. Department of 


Agriculture to coordinate efforts to fsnd 
an answer to the bird problem. 


Local officials say the only solution is 


extermination. 


"Relocation is not the answer," says 


Mayor George L. Atkins Jr., who has 
picked up the mckname "Bird Man" for 
his efforts to ehmmate the starlings. 


The starlings roost in a 25-acre pine 


grove at Ft. Campbell, about 12 miles 
from Hopkinsville. Every morning they 
swarm out into surrounding farm land, 
returning to their roosting place at dusk. 


The Army, which estimates the bird 


population at 11 million, says it can's use 
an exterminating agent until the 
Environmental Protection Agency 
approves an environmental impact 
statement submitted a year ago. 


In January 1973, using loud speakers 


and recordings of starling distress calls, 
the Army succeeded in scaring the birds 
from a roost area near a residential 
section of the post to another area. 


"We had hoped they had gone to the 


big bird roost in the sky," said Co!. 
Robert Peach, who has guided the 
Army's efforts to get rid of the birds. 


But the starlings returned, and it 


wasn't until the Army chopped down 
trees to thin the roost area that the 
starlings moved to their present site 
adjacent to the post airfield. 


Reeves Davie, former county agricul- 


tural agent, said the birds consume 7.5 
million pounds of feed per day. 


Davse said one farmer suffered 


massive financial! losses when his pigs 
were wiped out by disease apparenuv 
transmined by the starlings. 


"I had one farmer tel! me he and h;s 


hired hand took shotguns and got a 
pickup truck Soad of the birds," Dav:e 
said.
